Laird  called  the  use  of  airpower 
against  North  Vietnam’s  major 
supply  route,  the  Ho  Chi  Minh 
Trail  through  Laos,  vital  to  the 
U.S.  effort  in  Vietnam. 

Bombing  of  enemy  supplies  on 
the  Ho  Chi  Minh  Trail  in  Laos  by 
agreement  with  ^he  Laotian 
government  began  in  1964  under 
President  Lyndon  B.  Johnson’s 
administration. 

Laird  and  Mahon  talked  to 
newsmen  briefly  after  Laird’s 
appearance  before  a closed  session 
of  the  appropriations 
subcommittee. 

Study  Attrocities 

Mahon  told  newsmen  his 
subcommittee  will  study  alleged 
atrocities  in  Vietnam,  including 
some  reported  in  the  past  several 
days,  but  he  said  too  much  has 
been  made  of  the  allegations. 

“The  subject  of  atrocities  has 
been  overdone,”  Mahon  said. 
“War  is  war  and  things  may  be 
done  that  later  appear  to  be 
atrocities.  ” 


Navajos  Take  Lead  In  Education 


If  the  present  rate  in  Indian 
education  continues,  “it  wouldn’t 
be  equal  to  the  general 
population’s  for  20  years  if  the 
rest  stand  still.” 

Dr.  William  Benham,  acting 
commissioner  of  Indian  Affairs, 
spoke  to  BYU  Indian  students, 
Indian  tribal  leaders  and  BYU 
Indian  Education  officials 
concerning  Indian  education  and 
other  problems  at  a banquet 
Wednesday. 

Reporting  that  an  attempt  is 
being  made  to  follow  the 
leadership  of  the  Navajo  tribe  in 
education.  Dr. 'Benham  traced 
some  of  the  problems  facing 
Indians  which  “become  apparent 
in  the  Indian  education 
programs.” 

The  Indian  people  have  not 
been  involved  in  the  decisions 
whites  have  made  for  them  in 
education,  whites  have  sought 
efficiency  in  education,  Benham 


said,  “when  more  involvement 
was  what  the  Indian  people 
wanted.”  Others  should  let  the 
Indians  make  their  decisions  “and 
get  out  of  the  way.” 

“Self-directed  activity”  is  the 
only  meaningful  process  in 
helping  the  Indian  People,  he  said. 

He  added  that  when  the  “goal 
of  endeavor  is  self-sufficiency  or 
reliance,  then  the  process  or  the 
means  become  important.” 

“The  greatest  significiance  in  a 
cross  cultural  situation  is 
attitude,”  he  commented.  There 
needs  to  be  programs  to  “enable 
th'e  Indian  people  to  have  wider 
choices’’  developed  with  an 
attitude  of  respect,  deep 


understanding  and  historical 
retrospect. 

Dr.  Benham  said  the  “concept 
of  ‘selves’  is  fast  becoming  a 
problem.”  The  younger  Indians 
mirror  the  attitude  of  their 
parents  and  “what  a youngster 
thinks  of  himself’  determines 
what  he  can  do.

‘The  defense  of  vital  they  are  trying  to  get  rid  of  all 
taboos.  The  only  restraints  now 
that  can  be  broadened  are  treason, 
incest,  drugs  and  violence,”  he 
said.  The  emphasis  on 
masculinity  was  the  last  value  that 
Dr.  Kahn  stated  as  losing 
importance.  He  explained  that 
“there  is  less  emphasis  on  sports 
and  other  masculine  achievement 
in  the  Europeanization  of 
America.” 

Although  there  is  a widespread 
rejection  of  values,  Kahn  said 
there  will  not  be  a “reckless 
abandon  of  values..” 


he  stated,

don’t  really  solve  anything,  he 
added,  “Japan  and  Germany, 
losers  in  the  last  war,  are  now  the 
second  and  third  largest  world 
traders.

ASBYU  President  Ken 

Vernon  Law 
Speaks  Sunday 

This  month’s  10-stake  fireside 
speaker  is  Vernon  Law,  former 
pitcher  for  the  Pittsburgh  Pirates 
and  new  addition  to  the  BYU 
faculty. 

Law,  one  of  baseball’s  top 
pitchers,  played  for  the  pirates  for 
19  years.  He  won  the  Cy  Young 
award  for  best  pitcher  in  the 
National  League  in  1960  and  also 
the  Lou  Gehrig  award. 

This  award  was  for  the  baseball 
player  who  best  exemplifies  the 
ideals  of  Lou  Gehrig,  the 
courageous  first-baseman  for  the 
New  York  Yankees. 

Law  is  nqw  assistant  baseball 
coach  a*t  BYU  and  makes  his 
home  in  Meridian,  Idaho. 


Kartchner  reported  that  the 
proposal  had  been  made  to  the 
Athletic  Council,  but  that  they 
had  St  “harumphed.”

Executive  Vice-President  Ken 
Murdock  said  that  the  money  was 
not  only  used  for  athletic  awards, 
though.  He  said  it  paid  for 
building  upkeep,  free  tickets  for 
students  at  athletic  events, 
recruitment  and  other  things. 

He  added  that  it  was  impossible 
to  be  sure  because  “we  can’t  find 
out”  what  the  student  funds  are 
used  for  and  how  much  does  go 
into  athletics. 

Caldwell  Counters 

Vice-President  of  Athletics  Cam 
Caldwell  countered  that  the 
funding  was  a “meaningful 
contribution”  and  that  “athletic 
awards  were  different  than  other 
awards.” 

To  the  argument  that  athletes 
should  not  be  given  free  jackets 
when  they  were  on  scholarship, 
Caldwell  said  that  only  one-third 
of  them  were  on  scholarships.

Trouble  Brews  In  Dixie 
Over  School  Integration

Trouble  is  once  again  brewing  in  the  South  (see  story  below). 

An  apparent  impasse  has  been  reached  between  the  Federal  Courts 
and  the  state  governments  of  Dixie. 

The  difficulty  was  precipitated  several'  weeks  ago  when  the  Supreme 
Court  ruled  that  southern  educational  leaders  were  not  moving  ’“with 
all  deliberate  speed”  to  integrate  their  schools.  The  Court,  consistent 
with  this,  ordered  immediate  integration. 

The  South  has  countered  with  law  suits  and  legislative  pressure  saying 
in  essence  that  if  the  South  is  forced  to  integrate  according  to  the  law, 
then  all  parts  of  the  United  States  should  be  held  to  the  same  standard. 
They  object,  according  to  southern  leaders,  to  being  singled  out  for 
special  enforcement. 

The  whole  debacle  could  come  to  a head  in  the  next  few  days.  The 
Supreme  Court  has  said  integration  must  take  place  now.  The  southern 
states  have  said  O.K.,  they  will  comply  with  the  law,  but  that  they  will 
need  some  time  so  the  change  can  be  made  smoothly.  The  Court 
however,  to  this  date,  will  not  budge  on  their  decision  and  the  southern 
states  too,  have  refused  to  back  down. 

Ignore  Court  Orders 

During  the  past  week,  Florida  Governor  Claude  Kirk  has  ordered  the 
school  officials  of  two  counties  within  his  state  to  ignore  mid-term 
desegregation  orders  issued  according  to  the  dictum  of  the  Supreme 
Court  by  federal  district  courts.  Gov.  Kirk  has  gone  so  far  as  to  threaten 
to  suspend  any  official  who  complied  with  the  order  of  the  Court. 

Apparently  the  governor’s  reasoning  is  that  the  state  has  not  and 
should  not  surrender  or  abdicate  its  jurisdiction  over  the  educational 
system  to  the  Federal  Government.  To  comply  with  the  direction  of 
the  Court  would  be  a tacit  admission  of  the  relinquishment  of  thosy

The  Court  has  valid  reasons  for  ordering, the  South  to  comply  with 
the  1954  ruling  of  the  overthrow  of  the' doctrine  of  “separate  but 
equal.”  It  has  been  over  a decade  and  a half  since  that  ruling,  and  still 
the  South  has  yet  to  take  concerted  steps  in  the  direction  of  real 
integration.  But  it  seems  obvious  too,  that  the  South  has  reason  to 
wonder  why  they  must  comply  with  the  strict  order  of  the  Court,  while 
the  rest  of  the  nation  contiitucs  to  make  excuses. 

Odious  Practice 

While  the  major  objection  seems  to  be  the  massive  mid-year  transfers 
of  students,  the  odious  practice  of  forced  integration  by  busing 
students  to  maintain  a minimum  racial  balance  has  also  entered  the 
picture.  In  both  objections  we  sympathize.  As  has  been  dramatically 
shown,  it  works  an  impossible  burden  on  many  school  districts  to  have 
to  comply  with  the  order  of- the  Court  during  the  middle  of  a school 
year.  This,  not  to  mention  the  effect  it  would  have  on  the  curriculum 
of  the  students. 

In  regards  to  forced  busing,  it  has  proven  to  be  both  unworkable  and 
undesirable  to  both  blacks  and  whites.  To  force  something  so  odious  on 
the  school  districts  is  the  complete  antithesis  of  the  American  way  of 
life. 

The  Nixon  administration  has  recently  come  out  in  support  of  the 
southern  reasoning  that  if  the  South  must  integrate  on  such  a speedy 
timetable,  then  other  parts  of  the  nation  should  do  so  also.  In  this  we 
concur.  Integration  has  been  judged  to  be  the  law  of  the  land,  but  to 
expect  ^ANY  school  district  in  the  nation  to  comply  with  it  during  the 
middle  of  a school  year  is  both  unfair  and  unreasonable. 

If  integration  is  going  to  be  enforced  according  to  the  strict 
interpretation  set  down  by  the  Supreme  Court,  then  it  should  be 
enforced  with  the  same  enthusiasm  in  all  parts  of  the  nation. 


Mr.  Christensen  made  some  bold 
claims  about  Mr.  William  Koerner  and 
the  NET  groups.

School  Officials  Argue  On  Busing 


By  the  Associated  Press 


‘‘We  are  financially  and 
physically  unable  to  meet  the 
terms  of  the  court’s  order  for 
immediate  school  desegregation.” 

“To  take  another  $40  million 
out  of  anticipated  revenue  next 
year  to  initiate  a mass  busing 
program  would  mean  virtual 
destruction  of  the  school 
district.” 

Two  men  from  the  same  city  or 
state  discussing  school 


desegregation? 

No. 

The  first  statement  is  from 
Claude  Kirk,  governor  of  Florida, 
where  schools  once  were 
segregated  by  law. 

The  second  is  from  Dr.  Robert 
Kelly,  acting  superintendent  of 
schools  in  Los  Angeles,  where 
school  segregation  is  a product  of 
housing  patterns  and 
neighborhood  school  boundaries. 

A series  of  court  orders  to 
expand  school  desegregation  has 


brought  officials  in  such  disparate 
areas  to  these  similar  positions; 

• The  federal  courts  have  not 
made  clear  how  far  desegregation 
must  go. 

• The  orders  cannot  be 
implemented  by  simply  redrawing 
school  boundaries. 

• The  rulings  will  force  mass 
busing  they  can’t  afford. 

• Such  busing  will  deprive  the 
classroom  of  badly  needed 
money. 

• Many  white  parents  and  even 
some  black  ones,  are  hostile  to 
long  distance  busing  of  their 
children  to  achieve  integration. 

• Forced  busing  may  trigger 
black-white  conflict  in  the  schools 
and  the  political  arena. 

The  old  segregation  laws  in 
Florida  are  gone,  but  courts  are 
ordering  further  integration.  Now 
the  South  is  confronting 
segregation  resulting  from  housing 
patterns. 

In  California,  a Superior  Court 
judge  ruled  this  month  that  Los 


Angeles  created  legal  segregation 
by  school  site  selection  and 
boundary  designations  that 
provided  neighborhood  schools. 

A maze  of  different  rulings  in 
Florida,  virtually  all  under  appeal, 
has  let  some  districts  retain 
all-black  and  all-white  schools 
while  elsewhere  implying  each 
school  must  duplicate  the 
proportion  of  minorities  living  in 
the  district. 

In  both  Florida  and  California, 
officials  contend  that  simply 
redrawing  school  boundaries 
around  integrated  neighborhoods 
won’t  work. 


“Our  studies  show,”  Kelly  says, 
“that  the  only  feasible  way  to 
accomplish  racial  balance  in  the 
schools  of  Los  Angeles  is  through 
a program  of  mass  mandatory 
busing  of  minority  and  majority 
students.” 

The  school  district,  nearly  twice

individual  of  his  destiny  and  the 
emergence  of  a functional  code  of 
masculinity  and  manly  conduct. 

“The  frontier,”  declared  Dr, 
Zoll,  “provides  an  almost  ultimate 
statement  of  individual  potency 
and  self  realization.”  He  defined 
“potency”  as  the  ability  of  the 
individual  to  conceive  himself  as 
the  primary  factor  in  the 
determination  of  his  fate  and  “self 
realization”  as  the  process  of 
coming  to  understand  and  gain 
confidence  in  one’s  capabilities 
and  inner  resources. 

The  frontier  of  yesterday 
provided  the  ideal  climate  for  the 
individual  “to  hammer  out  this 
self  knowledge  and  to  maneuver 
in  a situation  of  comprehensive 
freedom  to  pursue  one’s  self 
conceived  destiny.” 

Dr.  Zoll  maintains  that  risk,  and 
by  extension,  some  forms  of 
violence  or  ritualized  violence 
substitutions  are  indispensable  to 
self  knowledge  and  potency. 

He  sees  the  two  most  prominent 
symptoms  of  the  social  malaise  of 
the  20th  century  as  a frantic  and 
unsuccessful  quest  for  individual 
self  identity  and  a mounting 
anxiety  over  the  loss  of  personal 
freedom  and  individual 
significance. 

“America  has  moved  too  far 
from  certain  of  the  substantial 
values  of  the  frontier  heritage. 
More  and  more  youth  grow  up  in 
a society  purged  of  risk  without 
any  real  freedom,  expunged  of 
primal  experience,  devoid  of 
adventure.” 

Dr.  Zoll  said  our  society  has 
stripped  away  most  of  the  socially 
condoned  channels  of  personal 
violent  activity.  “By  these  I mean 
struggle  and  combat  with  nature 
and  with  human  associates  in 
terms  of  competitive  activity. 

“While  the  dream  of  the 
frontier  with  its  violence,  its 
intimacy  with  nature,  its  scope  for 
self  realization  has  dimmed,  it  has 
not  disappeared,”  stated  Dr.  Zoll.

He  mentioned  the  farm  and 
home  management  programs  of 
BYU  and  added  that  he  had 
testified  in  Washington  that  he 
could  “recommend  the  kind  of 
foster  home  care  that  the  people 
of  the  Latter-day  Saints  programs 
have.” 

Illustrating  tribal  leadership  and 
programs,  Rainer  told  of  the 
present  movement  to  register 
Indians  to  vote  in  New  Mexico. 
Indians  in  New  Mexico  make  up 
the  balance  of  the  vote,  resulting 
in  more  attention  to  Indians  by 
congressmen  and  senators. 

Rainer  said  the  federal 
government  is  giving  “tribes  the 
individual  freedom  to  decide  what 
is  best.”  The  government  is 
‘.‘offering  their  services  to  be 
contracted  with  the  individual 
tribes  when  they  are  ready.” 

He  described  Indians  as  having  a 
“collective  pride  and  dignity,  rich 
in  spirit  . . . who  do  not  take  to 
riots”  and  do  not  take  the  law 
into  their  own  hands  to  settle 
disputes. 


Indian  tribal  leaders  from 
several  tribes  will  be  meeting 
today  to  discuss  tribal  programs 
that  build  Indian  leadership. 

Panels  including  the  tribal 
leaders  and  BYU  Indian  students 
will  also  discuss  the  real  needs  on 
the  reservations  today.

The  lecture  was  presented  with 
slides  and  highlighted  by  the 
display  of  a boa  constrictor,  a 
w e-stern  diamondback  rattler,  a 
Great  Basin  rattler  and  an  Indian 
cobra. 


Dr.  Snider  stressed  remaining 
calm  and  the  use  of  a tourniquet 
if  bitten  by  a snake.  This  alone 
will  .sustain  a victim  for  two 
hours. 

Protective  measures  to  avoid 
being  bitten  are  to  avoid  snake 
infested  areas  and  wear  protective 
clothing,  he  said. 

Wise  practice  includes  being 
accompanied  by  a friend  and 
keeping  a vehicle  near  by  at  all 
times.  Snider  added.

There  is  a fraud  being 
perpetuated-“They  Shoot 
Horses,  Don’t  They”  is  rated  M, 
but  it  is  very  definitely  an  R film. 

“Horses”  is  now  playing  in 
Provo  at  the  Paramount  Theater, 
but  I had  the  opportunity  to 
preview  it  in  Salt  Lake  two  weeks 
ago.  Needless  to  say,  it  was  much 
different  than  was  expected. 

The  story  is  quite  simple.  Boy 
wanders  into  dance  marathon 
contest  during  the  Depression; 
boy  becomes  dance  partner  for 
girls  during  dance  marathon 
contest  during  the  Depression; 
boy-hold  it,  can’t  give  away  the 
ending! 

Obviously  for  a picture  hailed 
by  some  to  be  the  best  of  the 
year,  this  simple  story  cannot  be 
all  there  is  to  it.  On  one  level,  the 
story  is  a graphic  mirror  of  the 
Depression,  reflecting  the  type  of 
people  who  would  enter  a 
marathon,  the  type  of  people  who 
would  watch  a marathon  and 
ultimately  how  and  why  they 
were  run. 

In  a word,  marathons  existed 
and  people  participated  in  them 
because  they  had  nothing  better 
to  do  during  the  Depression.  For 
some,  it  was  the  only  way  to  get 
food  and  money,  and  for  others  it 
was  a chance  to  go  “slumming”  or 
get  rid  of  their  own  sorrows  by 
watching  others  dance  and 
occasionally  run  around  a track 
for  45  days. 

On  a deeper  level,  the  film 
reflects  life,  or  life  as  the  story 
was  written  and  directed.  Each 
character  in  the  movie  can  be  said 
to  reflect  a miserable  human  type, 
from  Susannah  York  as  the 
aspiring  but  down-and-out  movie 
star  who  can  only  copy  Jean 
Harlow,  to  Jane  Foraa  who  has 
been  beaten  down  so  many  times 
that  the  marathon  becomes  a 
must  for  her  to  win. 

The  marathon  represents  the  rat 
race  of  life  and  what  little  it  has 
to  offer  people-and  with  strings 
even  attached  to  that. 

To  show  the  situation  and  the 
group  of  desperate  people 
involved  “realistically,”  a lot  of 
foul  language  and  foul  situations 
are  presented.  In  other  words,  it’s 


a very  tough  and  brutal  film.  One 
cannot  prevent  people  from 
making  films  in  this  manner,  but 
one  can  strongly  object  to  the 
Motion  Picture  Association  for 
rating  the  film  GP-which  is  the 
same  as  M.  For  those 
movie-viewers  who  will  not  pay  to 
see  anything  below  an  M-forget 
this  film.  Despite  its  strong  points, 
excellent  acting,  an  unusual  story 
and  excellent  filming,  one  cannot 
escape  the  fact  that  it  is 
R-through  and  through.
